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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of invention I, claims 1 -1 2 in the reply filed on 
12/24/08 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner has not 
established a prima facie case of serious burden of examination of the inventions of 
Groups I and II together. This is not found persuasive because the examiner has, 
established a prima facie case having shown in prior Office action (refer paragraphs 1 & 
2), that the inventions are distinct from one another because invention I directed to a 
device versus the method as indicated by II and clearly that each invention has a 
different mode of operations functions and effects. Moreover, the inventions have a 
separate field of search due to their diverse subject matters. In accordance with MPEP 
§803 and/or 37 CFR 1 .499, the restriction of inventions to a single invention is proper. 
Therefore, Applicants' reasons are not persuasive, because examination of the 
independent inventions herein would present a serious burden to the Examiner in as 
much as the searches are not coextensive and the art is quite prolific. Accordingly, the 
requirement is repeated and made FINAL. Thus, claims 13-18 are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected 
method invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely 
traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 1 1/06/08. 

Claim Objections 

2. the claims listing is objected to because the related information on the top of 
each page do not match w/ the application number. Also, the claims format should be 
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revised to compliance w/ US practice. Because claims are mislabeling , it is suggested 
that the statement such as:- "What is claimed is:"-, should have been on the fist page 
of the claim listing. Appropriate correction is required.

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is 
suggested: "Apparatus for fixing stator motor of a reciprocal compressor". 



5. The abstract should have been modified to meet the US practice i.e., in a single 
paragraph w/in limit of 50-100 words. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
either of Seo (6089836) or Oil et al (6202791 ). 

Seo teaches an apparatus for fixing a stator of a motor of a reciprocal 
compressor, comprising: a front frame 1 1 ; a cylinder 400 inserted into and coupled to 
the front flame; an outer stator 13 supported by the front frame in a contact state; an 
inner stator formed in a cylindrical shape and inserted onto the outside circumferential 
surface of the cylinder 17 with a predetermined interval from an inside diameter of the 
outer stator; a mover 16 inserted between the outer stator and the inner stator, and 
coupled to a piston 400 inserted into the cylinder; and a stator fixing means 600 
incorporated with the front frame to pass through the cylinder or the inner stator in the 
longitudinal direction, for supporting and fixing both sides of the inner stator (see Figs 1- 
4, and the discussed at col. 3-4 entirely). 

Oh et al anticipated claim 1 of the present refer to various related embodiments 
such as Figs. 4-7, 1 1 and 12, and the discussed at cols. 6-6, for the teachings of front 
frame ICQ; cylinder 200, piston 70; as well as stator and outer stator and many others 
related coupling means associated with the apparatus therefrom, etc., ). 
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8. Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Heo (6881042). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Heo et al anticipated in claim 1 as well as claim 12 (see Figs 4 and 10 for the 
teaching of claim 1 , and further the Heo et al inherently discloses the claimed subject 
matters of claim 12 where the inner stator is formed by stacking thin plates (see Figs 1- 
3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 2-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
